Ir feems, that M. Duvivier being encouraged by the 
Pariy, which the Garifon hid with him, wroce a Letree 
(as we have certain Information trom a Veflel lately taken, 
as aifu trom the Fort) to the Governor of Cype-Breton, 
(0 let him know what had pais’d at the Pariy; and to 
aflure him, if he would fend him any Veilels of Force 
to his Ailiftance, that he could take the Garson : 
Whereupon the French Governor immediately fent this 
Ship and Brigantine; but M. La Ronde, who depended 
upon finding M. Duvivier with bis Detachmen: of Re- 
gular Troops and InJians betore the Fort, hearing that 
they had retreated upon the Arrival of Capt. Gorham, 
with bis Company of Indian Rangers, atter fhayip 
three Days in the Bafon, and expretling the utmoſt Dil- 
appointment, fet S.il back aga, without attempting 
any thing againft the Fort, or doing any Miichicf, be- 
fides taking the Sloop and Schooner. From hence we 
cltcem Capt.Gorbam’s Arrival, with his Indians, at the 
Gar'fon, to have been a very happy Event tor the Pre-

Night, Capt. Gor- 
ham, who lodges, with his Indians, wibout the Ram- 
parts, were alarm’d by the ladian Enemy coming to⸗ 
wards their Houle or Barrack, whom, the Moon fhning, 
their Centinels difcover’d fculking behiud the Hedges 
and Fences; whereupon Cipt. Gorham got his Men 
immediately under Arms, and ordered a Party out to get 
on the Back of them, and then iffued out upyva them with 
the Remainder, and made them Retreat till they met bis 
Party on their Back, which put them toa Flight; where- 
upon they continued their Purfuit for Three Hours 
atcer the Enemy, among the French Houfes. This Sur- 
prize, by furrounding them with a Party, which was 
ycry unexpected to them, his put an End to the Enemy's 
viliting the Fort. Ca;'t.Gorhim, at bis Return from this 
Purfuit, which was about Three o’Ciock in the Morning, 
went down the River with Three Whale Boats ful! of 
ludians, in hopes of an Opportunity, before Duy-break, 
to board, and cut awsy oue of the Prizes the French 
Veil-ls had taken; but the Day-light coming on before 
they could reach the Veflels, they tound them weighing 
Anchor to go out witha {mall Wind; and as the Hare 
bour’s Mouth, or Gut, '$ a very narrow one, nor s Gun- 
fhot acrofs, he made the beft of his Way thither, toge- 
ther w.th Major Philips, in hopes to land his Men ia 
Time to give one of the two arm’d Veiles, which was 
got into an Eddy-Tide, a Farewell, with their {mail 
Aros behind the Rocks; but the Ve fle! gor out too fyon. 
After which, going along Shore, they iurprized a {mail 
Party of Indians; who, t is fuppoted, hod been tracing 
on board the French Vefi-ls, and kei’d Three of them, 
and took a Papoole Prifoner, and much wounded one or 
two more that made their Efcape, and cook their Guos, 
Canoes, and Baggage ; which was done in Sight of the 
French Veſſels, who might have fent their Boats afhore 
to the Aflittance of the Enemy if they had thoughe 
proper. Notwithfanding this Fatigue, Capt. Gorham 
fet cut again on the t8ch of Octoter, before Day, to 
watch for any Indions that fhou'd come to bury the 
Dead which were kill’d the Nght before, for which 
Purpofe they landed on the Back of the Piace, which 1s 
a Point of Land about five or fix Miles over; and, Upun 
ranging the whole Pore, furptized another Purty of 
Indians, rified them, got emorher Canoe ond fome Furs, 
and had feveral Shots at chem, buc got no Scaps, tho’ 
they fore y wounded fome of them.
